Sudan Near 
War With 
Egypt 


KHARTOUM (UP) - The Su­ 
dan rejected Egypt’s claim to dis­ 
puted areas on its northern bor­ 
der today and moved troops north 
“hoping for peace but prepared 
to fight” if necessary. 
Bushy - headed “fuzzy-wuzzies” 
of Kipling fame patroled some 
sectors of the border, w h i l e 
motorized 
troops 
with 
m ortars 
and light artillery guarded other 
areas. Infantry and camel corps 
units were held in reserve. 
“ Unless Egypt reverses its ag­ 
gressive attitude, we will have to 
take firm action.” said Social Af­ 
fairs Minister Ahmed A. Sin. 
The troop movements backed up 
the Sudan’s protest against the 
sending of an Egyptian “plebis­ 
cite com mittee” into the disputed 
Haleib area to organize its people 
for voting in Frday’s Egyptian 
referendum. 
“ We still hope things will come 
off peaceably. If it comes to fight­ 
ing, I can assure you it will be 
no fault of ours.” 
Intelligence reports said Egypt 
is moving troops into the Aswan 
area, in the vicinity of another 
disputed border zone.

NICE, France (UP)—Sir Wins­ 
ton Churchill is suffering from a 
severe cold and possible flu, it 
was disclosed today. His London 
physician Lord Moran, was hurry­ 
ing from London by plane to treat 
him. 
Official sources reported the 83- 
year-old Churchill “passed a good 
night” at his French Riviera villa 
and that his condition was un­ 
changed. But his illness was con­ 
sidered so serious that the former 
prime m inister’s wartime doctor 
was rushed to his bedside. 
At London Airport before he 
took off by plane for Nice Lord 
Moran told newsmen “ I will not 
be able to tell whether it is se­ 
rious or not until I see Sir Win­ 
ston.” 
A local doctor, apparently fear­ 
ing complications in the health of 
the aging statesm an, called Mo­ 
ran Tuesday. Lord Moran cared 
for Churchill throughout the war 
and won a peerage for his serv­ 
ices to medicine. 
“ Since I heard from Nice orig­ 
inally they have not been in con­ 
tact with me again,” Lord Mo­ 
ran told newsmen, “so I have no 
late news on his condition.”

Nomination petitions for entry 
into the prim ary races require the 
signatures of at least 100 qualified 
party voters in each of at least 
10 counties for the U.S. Senate; 
for state offices, 100 in each of 
at least five counties; for Con­ 
gress and state Senate. 200 in the 
district, and for state House races 
100 in the legislative district in­ 
volved. 


Republican and Democratic can­ 
didates have until March 17 to 
file with the state Elections Bur­ 
eau, and up until March 24 to 
withdraw. Independent candidates 
may circulate nomination papers 
between March 18 and April 7, 
with April 14 set as the withdraw­ 
al deadline. 
The prim ary winners will battle 
it out with their opponents in the 
opposite party until the general 
election Nov. 4. The winners will 
take office in January, 1959. 


The Democrats control the state 
administration and party leaders 
are expected to slate Gov. George 
M. Leader for the U S. Senate 
seat being vacated by Republican 
Sen.

Burglary 
coverage, 
with 
premiums of $59 a year.
